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Fire guts Powerstock Primary School

FIRE has destroyed much 
of the Victorian building at 
Powerstock Primary 
School after a suspected 
electrical fault in the IT 
suite. 

Despite extensive dam¬ 
age to the oldest part of the 
school building, head¬ 
teacher Jean-Paul Draper 


is hoping to re-open on 
Monday after the half-term 
break. 

“Both the school and 
local community are in¬ 
credibly saddened by the 
fire,” he said. 


“We are very grateful 
that there were no children 
or staff on the premises at 
the time and that no one 
was harmed. 

“We understand that the 
fire may have been caused 


by an electrical fault. The 
main Victorian building 
has been severely dam¬ 
aged and surveyors are on 
site assessing the damage. 

“However, our modern 
extension has been largely 
unaffected and our tempo¬ 
rary classroom has not 
been damaged at all, so we 


are looking to see if we can 
open the school as usual on 
Monday following the 
half-term break.” 

Two crews from Bridport 
and a crew from Dorch¬ 
ester were called to the 
school shortly after 6:30am 
on Monday morning (Oc¬ 
tober 24th) following a 


number of reports from the 
public. 

Fire Incident Officer, 
Bridport Watch Manager 
Toman Lau, said: “When 
we arrived the whole roof 
of the main building was 
on fire and our priority was 
to save the buildings 
alongside it - a classroom 
to the left and an annex 
building containing IT 
equipment and all the chil¬ 
dren’s records. 

“We quickly extin¬ 
guished a small fire which 
had started in the guttering 
and eaves of the classroom 
which had spread from the 
main building.” 

A further crew from 
Beaminster was called to 
the scene along with a 
water carrier from Brid¬ 
port. 

Relief crews from 
Maiden Newton and Lyme 
Regis took over to con¬ 
tinue damping down and 
make the building safe 
with crews in attendance 
for almost 12 hours on 
Monday. 

Bridport Town Council¬ 
lor Karl Wallace, whose 
sons Josh, 7, and Cody, 10, 
both attend the primary 
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school, said teachers, 
pupils and parents were 
distraught when they heard 
the news. 

“When my little boy 
heard he was in floods of 
tears,” he said. 

“The teachers are devas¬ 
tated and so are the par¬ 
ents, it’s a lovely Victorian 
building and it has been 
completely destroyed. 

“I’m sure the school will 
do all it can to re-open 
after half term but at least 


buildings and equipment 
can be replaced, people 
can’t. 

“The most important 
thing is that nobody was 
hurt and hopefully they 
can now rebuild that part 
of the building as quickly 
as possible. 

“The kids are upset and 
they need continuity so if 
the school is going to re¬ 
open on Monday then that 
is brilliant news, the best 
we could hope for.”

The huge variety of landscape features - sea, coast¬ 
line, hills, streams, meadows and woods. I also find 
intriguing the ancient hollow-ways and myriad foot¬ 
paths that criss-cross the countryside. I love exploring 
and my recently published book Secret Places of West 
Dorset covers many of these special places. 

■ WHAT would you like to change? 

The uninspiring housing developments that blight our 
lovely countryside and the fact that many villages 
have lost their original Dorset inhabitants and are now 
filled with second homes that are empty for most of 
the time. I would like to see some law brought in that 
allows Dorset families to retain the family homes that 
Death Duties render untenable. Due to demand from 
outsiders, simple cottages are valued at hugely high 
prices and cannot be handed down to descendents but 
have to be sold. When the local fa mili es go, so does 
the soul of a place. 

■ WHAT inspired you to start writing? 

My love for this part of Dorset and a desire to share 
my enthusiasm and to inspire people to explore this 
beautiful area. 



■ DO you believe everyone has a book in them? 

Yes, everyone’s life has elements that can be shared 
with others. However, writing a book requires skill, 
dedication and hard work. 

■ WHAT top three tips would you give to an am¬ 
ateur writer? 

Enthusiasm, research and dedication. 
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■ WHO is your favourite author and why? 

Ithell Colquoun, because of her varied talents in both 
writing and art, her vision and her ability to go ‘look¬ 
ing round corners’. 

■ WHAT is your all time favourite book and why? 

Daimonic Reality by Patrick Harpur. It brilliantly con¬ 
veys the fact that there are other dimensions other than 
just the physical world. 

■ WHERE do you see yourself in five years time? 

Writing and presenting television documentaries on 
country-life and the beauties of the landscape. 

■ WHO would be your three dream guests at a 
dinner party? 

King Charles II, Lord Byron and Ian Hislop. The latter 
to prick pomposity, Byron for poetic intensity and 
glamour and King Charles because I’ve a love for 
majesty. 


■ WHAT was the last book you read, film you 
watched and CD you listened to? 

The last book was Shamanism and Sacred Landscapes 
by Chris Trwoga, the last film was The Search for Tony 
Blair and the last CD was Entroducing by DJ Shadow.

Council accused of losing interest in skate park 


THE owner of Bridport’s in¬ 
door skatepark ‘The Trick 
Factory’ has accused the 
town council of losing inter¬ 
est in the outdoor skatepark 
that opened ten years ago. 

BMX enthusiast Rob 
Ridge said that in recent 
years he and fellow volun¬ 
teers had spent their own 
time and money maintaining 
the facility with no acknowl¬ 
edgement for their efforts 
from the Bridport Town 
Council. 

Mr Ridge had chosen not 
to speak out about the coun¬ 
cil’s lack of enthusiasm until 
recently when a large hand¬ 
made bench was cut up and 
removed by the town coun¬ 
cil without permission. 

In an open letter Mr Ridge 
said: “It is almost ten years 
to the day that the park was 
officially opened and I 
clearly recall many local 
council and community rep¬ 
resentatives all vying to be 
pictured in the local press, 
showing their apparent inter¬ 
est to this success story, in 


much the same way they do 
whenever a new local proj¬ 
ect comes to fruition.” 

He added: “Well it seems 
the interest from all but the 
users has long gone but for 
the last several years myself 
and others have tried to keep 
the place maintained, most 
of the time using our own re¬ 
sources and materials. 

The issues beyond our ca¬ 
pabilities or remits such as 
the example of the poor 
quality tarmac that has been 
instrumental in producing a 
high yield of scar material 
on users has, despite many 
request over the years, 
seemingly been put to one 
side.” 

The latest issue, which 
saw a bench built by Mr 
Ridge and volunteers cut up 
and moved without permis¬ 
sion, followed reports of 
anti-social behaviour at the 
outdoor park. 

Mr Ridge contacted the 
town council at the begin¬ 
ning of the summer suggest¬ 
ing the large bench be 
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moved as it was attracting a 
crowd of people who were 
intimidating and bullying 
some skatepark users. 

Three months later, after 
the anti-social behaviour had 
ceased to be an issue, Mr 
Ridge arrived at the 
skatepark to find the bench 
had been chainsawed in half. 

“I was contacted by a cou¬ 
ple of the local users to say 
there was sawdust every¬ 
where causing people to slip 
on the ramps and our lovely 
long bench seemingly chain 
sawed in half with one half 
missing,” he said. 

“I contacted the town 
council about this which 
they responded saying they 
were acting on a request I 
made for them to move the 
item as it was attracting 
troublemakers. This is only 
a half-truth. 

“This summer there was a 
period of time when there 
were reports of people sit¬ 
ting at the bench bullying 
and intimidating people. 

“I passed this information 
back to the town council and 
suggested I/we may need to 
move the bench. That was 
an email exchange in early 
August. The issue with trou¬ 
blemakers at Plottingham, as 
in so many cases in the past, 
came and went. 

“One half of the bench was 
then taken and sited at the 
play area at West Bay. I 
wonder, using the town 
council’s recent logic, if they 
were told that trouble mak¬ 
ers were massing at the play 
area at West Bay, or any 
other town council premises, 
whether they would chain 
saw the timber facilities 


there and transport them to 
the skatepark area? I have 
now been informed that the 
other half of the bench lies 
in the town council com¬ 
pound at Plottingham cut up 
into small pieces. 

“A lot of time, effort and 
money went into building 
the bench along with other 
structures at the Plottingham 
Skatepark in recent years. I 
can categorically say that 
not even so much as a ‘thank 
you’ has come back from 
those whose jobs it is to look 
after some of our interests 
within the town, those of a 
character that court the press 
over the smallest of matters 
they can take credit for. 

“I will not be looking to 
collaborate with those I have 
lost confidence with. 

“But I am talking with 
those who have a genuine 
interest in the skatepark and 
suggest they set up a new 
steering group. 

“It has also been suggested 
that the town council be in¬ 
voiced for the materials they 
have destroyed and those 
that have been supplied and 
used at the skatepark and 
that the money goes into a 
fund that pays for enhance¬ 
ment work there.” 

Bridport Town Clerk Bob 
Gillis has defended the ac¬ 
tions of the town council, 
claiming they acted in re¬ 
sponse to reports of anti-so¬ 
cial behaviour. 

He also revealed that plans 
to improve the skatepark 
will feature in the new town 
plan. 

“We have been very grate¬ 
ful for the support and work 
of the Trick Factory in estab¬ 
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lishing the skatepark and 
would hope to work with 
them again in the future,” he 
said. 

“I had a meeting with the 
Trick Factory regarding this 
story and explained that the 
bench was moved in re¬ 
sponse to reports of late 
night anti-social behaviour, 
caused not by users of the 
skatepark but by other peo¬ 
ple. 

“The town council has re¬ 
sponsibility for the skatepark 
including the bench. We will 
be looking at the options for 
seating at the skatepark and 
want to work with users of 
the park and the Trick Fac¬ 
tory on future improve¬ 
ments.” 


costs and transport fees to play 
equipment and training courses 
were awarded to a total of 29 organ¬ 
isations.

community transport costs. 

Representatives from each of the 
29 groups received their cheques 
from the Bridport Town Mayor, 
Councillor Dave Rickard, at a cere¬ 
mony at Mountfield. 

"On behalf of the town council, I 
was very pleased to present the 
grant cheques to the many groups 
and organisations that the council 
supports," he said. 

"It was good to meet representa¬ 
tives of each of the organisations at 


the presentation ceremony and it 
was very interesting to hear from 
them how the grants will be used. 

"The town council continues to 
support the larger organisations - 
the arts centre, leisure centre, mu¬ 
seum and Citizens Advice Bureau - 
and through the grants budget it is 
also able to assist smaller organisa¬ 
tions with a wide variety of projects 
that benefit people in the town."

South West properties to rent 
becoming more unaffordable 


A RECENT study has shown that 
rents in 85 per cent of South West 
properties are unaffordable. 

New research from housing and 
homelessness charity Shelter has 
revealed that only 15 per cent of 
properties in the South West are af¬ 
fordable in relation to residents’ 
wages, with rents having increased 
at one and a half times the rate of 
income between 1997 and 2007. 

In a sign that those priced out of 
home ownership are now strug¬ 
gling to meet the costs of renting, 
often considered the cheaper op¬ 
tion, the Shelter Rent Watch shows 
that in 29 local authorities in the 
region, typical rents from private 
landlords were over a third of av¬ 
erage take-home pay, the widely 
accepted measure of affordability. 

The study revealed that in West 
Dorset the average four-bedroom 
property would swallow 69 per 
cent of a tenant’s wage, with one- 
bedroom properties - the most af¬ 
fordable - still costing 32 per cent 
of the average wage. 

Shelter is calling for the govern¬ 
ment to take urgent action to sta¬ 
bilise the rental market - which 
they say is “out of control” - and 
develop policies to bring rents 
more in line with average earnings. 

Recent research by Shelter 
showed that 38 per cent of families 
with children who are renting pri¬ 
vately have cut down on buying 


food to pay their rent. 

The figures, which provide a pic¬ 
ture of rental affordability across 
the country for the first time, show 
that many rural areas are bearing 
the brunt of high rent rates and low 
incomes. 

Campbell Robb, Chief Executive 
of Shelter, said: “With huge differ¬ 
ences in affordability across the 
South West, there are now worry¬ 
ing signs that families are likely to 
be displaced by our out of control 
rental market. 

“Over recent years we have seen 
more and more people forced into 
renting, as high house prices and a 
lack of social housing have made 
it the only option for thousands of 
ordinary families. 

“What we’re seeing now is that 
renting is no longer the easy, cheap 
alternative to home ownership. 

“With rural areas suffering just as 
much as cities - or in many cases, 


even less affordable - it’s no longer 
enough to encourage people to 
move out of crowded urban areas. 

“We have become depressingly 
familiar with first time buyers 
being priced out of the housing 
market, but the impact of unafford¬ 
able rents in the South West is 
more dramatic. 

“With no cheaper alternative, or¬ 
dinary people are forced to cut 
their spending on essentials like 
food and heating, or uproot and 
move away from jobs, schools and 
families. 

“Government must urgently con¬ 
sider how private renting can be¬ 
come a secure, affordable option 
for families, and not a heavy finan¬ 
cial burden that makes parents 
choose between buying food for 
their children and paying the rent. 

“This should be the wake-up call 
needed to finally take action to ad¬ 
dress our renting crisis.”

Palmers'fish pass opens 
up river to rare species 


A NEW fish pass at Palmers Brew¬ 
ery means, for the first time in 
hundreds of years, rare species 
are able to swim up the River Brit 
to spawn. 

The lariner style fish pass creates 
a channel of water through which 
fish can swim, by-passing the weir 
and the hatches that have barred 
their progress up the river since 
the late 18th century. 

The pass was officially opened 
in a short ceremony attended by 
the many organisations who 
worked together to make the 
project happen. 

Charles Dutton, chairman of the 
Frome, Piddle and West Dorset 
Fishing Association, said the pass 
was finished ten weeks ahead of 
schedule.

"This is a great achievement and 
shows what organisations can do 
when everyone pulls together," he 
said. 

The fish pass was provided in 
joint partnership between 
Palmers and several organisa¬ 
tions, including the Westcountry 
RiversTrust, Frome, Piddle & West 
Dorset Fisheries Association, 
Friends of Rivers and the Environ¬ 
ment Agency. 

The Westcountry Rivers Trust 
and the Fisheries Association 
raised funds from the Environ¬ 
ment Agency and the National 
Association of Rivers Trusts. 

Consultant Clive Thorp steered 


the project through the complex 
planning process and Fishways 
Engineering of West Sussex de¬ 
signed the fish pass. 

It's hoped that salmon will re¬ 
turn to the headwaters of the 
River Brit and the Asker next year. 

"It's a fantastic development 
and one that the brewery were 
really happy to support," said 
John Palmer, chairman of Palmers 
Brewery. 

The 18th-century weir at the 
back of Palmers was originally 
used to create enough water for 
the brewery wheel, which was the 
building's main source of power 
until 1930 when mains electricity 
came to the town. 

Today it is kept in working order 
though no longer used.

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Keep your toilets clean!

A few simple and proac¬ 
tive steps can make all 
the difference when 
cleaning your toilet. Many peo¬ 
ple and organisations (in non 
customer areas) neglect their 
toilets - possibly because it is 
seen as low priority and an un¬ 
pleasant job.

"From ghoulies and ghosties, long-leggety beasties 
and things that go bump in the night, Good Lord, 


ALL HALLOWS EVE is almost here again. It is al¬ 
ways a big event in the USA and the pumpkin 
plays a major part in the fun. Carl Sandberg, the 
American poet and children's writer explains. 

THEME IN YELLOW 

I spot the hills 

With yellow balls in autumn. 

I light the prairie cornfields 
Orange and tawny gold clusters 

And I am called pumpkins. 

On the last of October 
When dusk is fallen 
Children join hands 
And circle round me 
Singing ghost songs 
And love to the harvest moon; 

I am a jack-o'-lantern 
With terrible teeth 

And the children know 
I am fooling. 

Historians tell us Halloween was originally a 
pagan Gaelic festival with Jack-o-Lanterns carved 
out of turnips not pumpkins. It had almost died 
out in Europe but has been re-imported from the 
USA. As 'Elf & Safety has virtually destroyed the 
traditional Bonfire Night of my childhood, the US- 
style Halloween has taken over and has become 
big business. Instead of children wanting "a 
penny for the Guy" we have "trick or treat". Hal¬ 


loween is also about witches -or hags on broom¬ 
sticks - as England's Elizabethan preacher-poet, 
Robert Herrick tells us in this poem. 

THE HAG 

The Hag is astride, 

This night for to ride; 

The Devill and shee together: 

Through thick, and through thin, 

Now out, and then in, 

Though ne'rso foule be the weather. 

A Thorn or a Burr 
She takes for a Spurre: 

With a lash of a Bramble she rides now, 
Through Brakes and through Bryars, 

O're Ditches, and Mires, 

She followes the Spirit that guides now. 

No Beast, for his food, 

Dares now range the wood; 

But husht in his laire he lies lurking: 

While mischiefs, by these, 

On Land and on Seas, 

At noone of Night are working, 

The storme will arise, 

And trouble the skies; 

This night, and more for the wonder, 

The ghost from the Tomb 
Affrighted shall come, 

Cal'd out by the clap of the Thunder. 

Coming slightly more up to date we have this 
verse from the Salford-born, Winifred M. Letts 
(1882-1972), who lived for most of her life in 
Dublin County.

"Why do you wait at your door, woman, 
Alone in the night?" 

"I am waiting for one who will come, stranger,

He later 
went on to perform with the highly influential 
Fiddle Puppets, and the American Tap Dance 
Orchestra. Ira has performed in concerts and 
at festivals all across the U.S. and Canada, as 
well as in sixteen other countries around Eu¬ 
rope and Asia. He has shared the stage with 


many of the world's greatest tap and step 
dancers, including the legendary Gregory 
Hines and has appeared numerous times on 
television and in theatrical productions. Ira 
has repeatedly won first place in the Mount 
Airy Fiddler's Convention old-time flatfooting 
competition. 

Riley Baugus is a North Carolina native who 
began singing and playing music at an early 
age. Raised in a household where recordings 
of old-time music were often played, he de¬ 
veloped a love and appreciation for tradi¬ 
tional, southern Appalachian music. Riley 
began honing his musical skills with close 
friend and neighbour, fiddler Kirk Sutphin, by 
visiting elder traditional musicians in and 
around Grayson County in the Blue 
Ridge Mountains of North Carolina 
and Virginia. He often visited, 
played with, and learned from fid¬ 
dlers such as the legendary Tommy 
Jarrell, Robert Sykes, and banjo 
player Dix Freeman. 

Riley has played with numerous 
old-time stringbands, including 
The Red Hots, Backstep, and the 
Old Hollow Stringband, and cur¬ 
rently plays with the Dirk Powell 
Band, and Polecat Creek. He has 
also taught banjo, guitar, and fiddle 
at music camps throughout the 
U.S., and has toured in Europe with 
The Farmer's Daughters, Dirk Pow¬ 


ell and Tim O'Brien, The Konnarock Critters, 
and Ira Bernstein. Riley makes his home near 
Winston-Salem, North Carolina, where he 
builds old-time, open-back banjos, and is part 
of a thriving musical community.

On November 11 th at 7.30pm the Sheldon Singers directed by 
Julie De'Ath Lancaster will present"a reflection for Armistice Day" 
at St Michael's Church, Lyme Regis with a retiring collection 
taken for the Royal British Legion. The highly acclaimed choir, 
who have recently returned from a successful tour in Portugal, 
will sing music including; "For the Fallen" by Mike Sammes, a 
setting of Fletcher's early 17th century poem "Drop, drop slow 
tears" by Gibbons, "Restless is the heart" by Bernadette Farrell. 

The main choral work of the evening and accompanied by the 
new Skrabl organ will bethe"Eternal Light Requiem"by Howard 
Goodall. Popularly known for his setting of Psalm 23 "The Lord 
is my Shepherd" well known as the theme tune of the BBC's 
Vicar of Dibley series, Goodall says that his modern Requiem "ac¬ 
knowledges the terrible, unbearable loss and emptiness that ac¬ 
companies the death of loved ones.

Alongside Latin 
phrases are those of John McCrae's war poem In Flanders Fields;

The following Friday, November 18th, at 7.30pm sees Dorset based organist Margaret Phillips playing the 
Skrabl organ in a recital for the organ appeal fund.

Since 1996 she has been Professor of Organ at the Royal College of Music in London, and she is also much 
in demand throughout the UK and abroad as recitalist, teacher, masterclass tutor and international jury 
member. Her CDs, which include the complete organ works of Mendelssohn, Saint-Saens and Stanley, have 
been highly praised; she is currently well into a project to record the complete organ works of Bach. In 1994, 
Margaret Phillips and her husband founded the English Organ School and Museum in former chapel prem¬ 
ises in Milborne Port, Somerset, where they have a small collection of organs by English organ builders from 
the eighteenth century to the present day.

The Local Government Ombudsman has issued a report following her 
investigation of a complaint against West Dorset District Council. The 
complaint was that the council erroneously granted planning permission 
for a wooden chalet on the sea front at West Bexington which is not in 
keeping with its surroundings. 

The Ombudsman found that there had been maladministration on the 
part of West Dorset District Council, and this had caused injustice to 
the complainants.

(i) To provide a formal written apology for the errors made and to give an 
explanation of the steps it has taken to avoid a repeat of these errors, 
to all those who directly complained and to the Parish Council 

(ii) To make a public statement; and 

(iii) To reserve £3,000 towards countryside projects in the West Bexington 
area of the Area of Outstanding Natural Beauty, with suitable projects 
to be agreed with the Parish Council.

Well earned rest for Elliott's duo 


AFTER a season which has earned owner 
Nick Elliott over £40,000 in prize money, his 
consistent duo of Ethiopia and Cullahill 
have earned their winter holiday after one 
last run at Wincanton on Sunday. 

There was mixed fortunes for the two in the 
F.J. Chalke Desert Orchid Handicap Chase 
(For The Desert Orchid Silver Cup) over 3 
miles 3 furlongs at Wincanton. Ethiopia hav¬ 
ing won one and finishing third in two Grade 
2 races in the last two weeks found the race 
just one too many for him. 

Andrew Glassonbury pulled him up with a 
third of the race to go, whilst Cullahill after 
being headed three out and looking beaten, 
picked up and snatched third place in the last 
stride from Gullible Gordon. 

Buckler said: "Ethiopia sweated up before 
the race which was his way of telling us he'd 
had enough, whilst Cullahill battled back 
well having seemed to have been beaten." 

Both horses, who have prospered from the 
firm ground this autumn have had 15 races 
this calendar year, and will now take a break 
until next spring. 

There was plenty of other good news in the 
Buckler yard as more of the winter horses 
took to the track at the start of their season. 

The Happy Warrior, a half-brother to War¬ 
lord who Bob Buckler rates as the best horse 
he has trained until he was tragically killed at 
Wincanton, put in an encouraging display in 
his first race that had the Henley trainer be¬ 
lieving he could be as good as his sibling. 

After finishing fifth in the Exeter Race¬ 
course Firework Spectacular 29.10.11 'Junior' 
Standard Open NH Flat Race over 1 mile 5 
furlongs he said: "I'm absolutely delighted. 
He needed the race, and although he ran 
fairly green particularly by running wide on 
the bends and he also half tried to jump a 
break in the ground from which he lost his 
action, Andrew Glassonbury let him regain 
his balance, and he has gained great experi¬ 
ence from the race and learned a bit. 

"He is taking time to mature, and will have 
a break now over the winter, but I believe he 
could be as good as Warlord." 

Buckler was also pleased with John's Gift 
who finished third in the Fred Rimell Memo¬ 
rial Novices' Chase over 2 miles 7 furlongs at 
Worcester. 

"He won't get three miles yet but I chose 
the race because I wanted to give him a 
chance to improve his jumping at a steadier 
pace than over a shorter distance where they 
race much quicker." 

Buckler was pleased with his performance 
saying he will come back into handicap races 
in the future boosted by a better jumping ac¬ 
tion. 

Unfortunately Edmond Lineham did not 
follow his trainer's instructions on Sulpius in 
the Oxford Landing Estate Conditional Jock¬ 
eys' Novices' Handicap Hurdle at Fontwell. 

Up with the pace they dropped out of con¬ 
tention halfway through, but then rallied to¬ 
wards the finish to take third. 

"Unfortunately Edmond let him idle down 
the hill and he lost 25 lengths which was too 
much to make up once they levelled out, 
otherwise he would have been a lot closer." 

Old favourite Double Dizzy made his first 
appearance of the season in the Class 2 3 
mile 1 furlong Betfred 10 Best Odds In Shops 
Veterans' Handicap Chase and finished a 
creditable fifth. 

Buckler was pleased with the 10-year-old's 
performance claiming it to be his best first 
run of the season for six years. 

"He's a bit of a monkey and got real charac¬ 
ter and this is a typical start for him, but it 
was a high handicapped field with some 
good horses, in which only six of the ten fin¬ 
ished. 

"To be fair they went a bit quick for him at 
the start and he couldn't stay with them but 
James Best gave him a good ride, and al¬ 
though he tired two out it was a good pipe 
opener."

Dorch denied by second-half fightback 


DORCHESTER 9 SHERBORNE 13 

CONDITIONS were good for rugby at Dorchester, with a firm 
pitch and a negligible breeze blowing across the ground, and 
both sides started brightly, and at pace. 

It was the home side who drew first blood however after 
Sherborne had conceded a penalty on the own ten yard line 
by deliberately knocking-on. Bament's place kick bisected the 
posts and Dorchester were three points to the good.The home 
side would have been further encouraged by disrupting their 
opponents' heel at a subsequent set scrum. 

Further problems beset the visitors in short order when one 
of their pack was sent to the bin for a push on his own twenty 
two. Bament's place kick was again accurate and gave the 
home side a 6-0 lead after 15 minutes' play. 

Sherborne were a well drilled side however and, although 
coming second in the set scrums, thanks in no small part to 
Warren the home loose head who had his opposite number in 
his pocket for much of the game, had a good lineout, and also 
mauled well. They had a chance to reduce the arrears in the 
second quarter but their penalty kick from the twenty two slid 
wide. 

Dorchester increased their lead on the half-hour. Having won 
the ball on their own twenty two, Bament kicked long and into 
space before being the victim of a late tackle. The penalty was 
therefore awarded 30 yards from the Sherborne posts, and ten 
yards in from touch and the out half duly kicked the goal. 

Sherborne got a score back just before the break. The home 
side was penalised inside their own half and were sent back 10 
yards for "rabbit" and the award was duly goaled. Dorchester 
did have a chance to extend the lead just before the break but 
Bament could not land the long range penalty. 

Nevertheless, I felt that Dorchester were value for their 9-3 
interval lead, although issues were by no means settled. 

After an evenly contested first ten minutes the second-half 
began to go the way of the visitors. They mauled their way to 
the home line but were held up, only for Dorchester to win the 
ensuing scrum against the head and kick clear. 

Sherborne were spending more time in the home twenty 
two now and just about on the hour, they converted a penalty 
to take the scoreline to 9-6 in home favour. Pressure was in¬ 
creasing by the minute on the home line now and, although 
the defence was stout, one felt that something had to give 
eventually. 

Sherborne were held up over the home line for a second 
time, (I thought they had touched this one down) then, after a 
bout of concerted pressure the defence conceded a penalty. 
The quick tap was taken and Sherborne got over halfway out. 
The conversion kick was successful and Sherborne now led 13- 
9 with less than five minutes remaining. 

The home side did mount one last attack and were forced 
into touch just short. Their opponents then went back to their 
strengths, winning the ensuing lineout and mauling their way 
upheld before the final whistle came. 

Sherborne did, I think deserve to win this one, if only for their 
second-half performance. They were a well drilled outfit with 
good fitness levels, but did not really have too much penetra¬ 
tion outside the scrum and were a little petulant at times. 


Dorchester did fade in the final quarter as their tackling count 
mounted and eventually came up just short. 

The Dorchester second side however managed a very com¬ 
fortable 33-0 win over visitors Verwood, but regrettably the 
thirds encountered team raising difficulties and had to con¬ 
cede their game at Bournemouth fourths. 

ELLINGHAM & RINGWOOD 2nd 0 WEYMOUTH 39 

MISSING one or two of their influential players for this Dorset 
& Wilts Division One game, Weymouth suffered another blow 
after just ten minutes' play when George Carter had to leave 
the field with a shoulder injury. 

They regrouped however and took the lead with a Jonny 
Mason try after a good forward drive. 

In fact they did not play too well in the first-half, being slow 
to start, and giving away too many penalties for their own 
peace of mind. They got another try however, scored by Ben 
McConniche and converted by Dick Sheppard; and when Harry 
Charles touched down after a pick up at the base of a scrum 
just before the break, the were in control at 17-0 ahead. 

The Weymouth pack dominated the second-half and four 
tries came. Winger Simon Dean scored the first. Jonny Mason 
touched down the second to claim his second try of the after¬ 
noon. Max Vallance got over, and Sam Morris got the fourth, 
converted by Sheppard to complete the scoring and to take 
Weymouth to a bonus point away win. 

PUDDLETOWN 18 WEYMOUTH 2nd 20 

I GAVE myself a quiet pat on the back on first seeing this result, 
and another on finding out details, having been vindicated in 
refusing to forecast the outcome of this one. 

The visitors, having taken an early lead through a James Al¬ 
mond try, were then pegged back as Puddletown went 
through the phases in a series of attacks that ended with out 
half Dovell taking a popped pass, finding a gap and getting 
over by the posts. Skipper Yeatman converted the try and, 
some ten minutes later, added a penalty goal. 

Puddletown continued to do the majority of the attacking 
and, some ten minutes before the break, centre Hiscock was 
put clear and touched down. This try remained unconverted 
but gave the home side a 15-5 lead that they took in at the 
change round. 

Weymouth certainly started the second-half the brighter and 
took the initiative with a second unconverted try, again scored 
by Almond, within five minutes. They continued to impose 
pressure and took the lead with a try by scrum-half Tye who 
sniped round the blind side from a five metre scrum. Out half 
Baudouin added the extras to give his side a two point lead.

BRIDPORT went into this one intending to play a wider game

They certainly had the better of matters during the first pe¬ 
riod and, although they conceded a penalty, scored two tries 
of their own, through winger Dave Smith and Jason Kidd. 

Kidd added the extras to his own touchdown and all seemed 
set fair as his side took in a 12-3 lead at the halfway stage. 

It all went pear-shaped early in the second period however. 
The home side came back in no uncertain terms, scoring two 
tries of their own and converting one for good measure, thus 
taking the lead 15-12. 

Bridport had to regroup and they did so by reverting to their 
agreed game plan. They regained the ascendancy with a try by 
Dave Cutting. 

Substitute Botten added the extras, giving his side a four 
point cushion, and they then proceeded to stretch away with 
unconverted tries from Nick Hill and Rob Leins, and went on to 
win with some comfort.

THE local leagues continue on Saturday next and BRIDPORT

I chanced to watch these opponents a couple of weeks ago 
when they visited Weymouth and were beaten very comfort¬ 
ably. I got the impression that, while as a team they did the ba¬ 
sics well enough, sending the ball wide at every opportunity, 
they waited for the gaps to open for them rather than taking 
the ball into contact and trying to break the defensive line. 

Their defence too was found wanting on that day, and ex¬ 
posed by some direct running. They will certainly test Brid- 
port's fitness levels but I would suggest that they could prove 
vulnerable to a concerted attack. If the home side gives its op¬ 
ponents room, it could be in for a long afternoon. 

PUDDLETOWN are on the road. They travel to WHEATSHEAF 
CABIN CREW, a side who have in the past tended to vary from 
week to week. They do seem to have become rather more con¬ 
sistent in recent times however and I think a close game is in 
prospect.

They are playing pretty well at the mo¬ 
ment, with one or two of their more influential players having 
added something to their individual games. They are playing 
more as a team also and, if they continue in the same vein, will 
be involved at the season's end. 

DORCHESTER for their part, take the shortish journey to WIM- 
BORNE, and will be hoping to put last week's disappointment 
behind them. 

I thought they defended well enough against Sherborne and, 


if they can show the same commitment on Saturday, they 
might just win this one.

FA TROPHY 1st Qualifying round 

ATHREE goal salvo in the opening 12 minutes ensured Wey¬ 
mouth of payback for the defeat at the hands of AFCTotton 
the previous week, and subsequently a trip to Thatcham 
Town in the second qualifying round of the FA trophy. 

The performance of the officials in their FA Cup exit at 
Testwood Park had left a bitter taste in the mouths of the 
Weymouth management and players, and they were keen 
to show that they could match their rivals who currently sit 
atop the Evo-Stick South League Premier Division. Manager 
Brendon King made one change to that side with Ben Ger- 
ring replacing Jamie Frampton in the heart of the defence. 

As last week Weymouth made a good start with Warren 
Byerley putting his sie ahead inside two minutes. Sam Mal- 
som picked up Scott Dixon's throw in close to the left corner 
and lifted the ball over Jamie Whisken before laying the ball 
across the goal for Byerley to tap home at the far post. 

Malsom bagged the second five minutes later. It appeared 
that keeper Grant Porter was anticipating his right footed 
cross from the left to be met by Byerley who was under 
pressure from Matt Oldring.

Totton gradually composed themselves and pulled a goal 
back from the penalty spot on 26 minutes when Gerring 
grabbed formerTerra and Magpie midfielder James Coutts 
as he dinked the ball over the former skipper as he headed 
for goal. Michael Gosney blasted the ball high into the net 
from the spot. 

This raised Totton's hopes and they took control in the last 
fifteen minutes of the first half, and produced a couple of 
half chances themselves, but the home defence stood firm. 

Weymouth keeperTom Manley dealt with a Mark Osman 
shot and thwarted Nathan Jack early in the second half that 
then saw Gerring strike the crossbar with a header from a 
corner. 

Weymouth supporters must have been thinking the worst 
when Totton scored their second midway through the half. 
Byron Napper in nipping the ball off Jonathan Davies's foot 
played it into the path of Nathaniel Sherborne who con¬ 
trolled it, switched feet and drove a low left footed shot just 
inside Manley's left-hand post from the edge of the box. 

To their credit Weymouth did not panic, and after Byerley 
had another effort cleared off the line, sub Jamie Beasley al¬ 
most scored with his first touch but Porter saved with his 
legs to deny him. 

Manley ensured Weymouth's safe passage when he saved 
well from Davies'25-yard free kick.

DORCHESTER Town's inability to score goals once again 
proved crucial as they slipped to their fifth home defeat of 
the season. 

The Magpies failed to register a shot on goal as they toiled 
against an ordinary Boreham Wood team who themselves 
have found goals harder than their hosts to come by this 
season. 

The win however lifts the visitors above the Magpies who 
at the start of play only led the Wood by virtue of the fact 
they had scored three more goals. 

In a game lacking real tempo and verve things might have 
been different if Harrison Bell's sixth minute header had 
dropped into the net rather than striking the crossbar. 

Kyle Critchell released Ryan Moss down the left and Bell 
snuck in between keeper Elvijs Putnins and a defender, but 
the ball came back off the woodwork and was cleared. 

Moss and on-loan Adam Mekki were giving the visitors 
defence a run for their money and Wood's skipper Luke 
Wilkinson was booked after pushing over Mekki as he went 
by soon after the Aldershot loanee had turned and fired a 
25-yard shot just wide of the far post. 

Boreham's first real foray on the Magpies goal came mid¬ 
way through the half when David Hutton should have done 
better than heading the dangerous Sam Lechmere's cross 
wide of goal from 8 yards. 

Moss got free again down the left, and although his cross 
eluded Bell as he slid in, he quickly moved inside to get in 
a header when Ryan Dovell retrieved the ball and crossed. 

Then with their first meaningful effort on goal Boreham 
scored the decisive goal. 

Big defender Charlie O'Loughlin failed to get full contact 
on Hutton's corner, but deflected the ball on to the far post 
where David Bryant's looping header dropped over Alan 
Walker-Harris and beyond the recovering Neil Martin on the 
line. 

Wood's Mark Jones was perhaps a little lucky to escape 
with just a yellow card when he cynically scythed down 
Meeki near the right touchline after man-of-the-match 
Lewis Tallack had set the striker free after breaking up a 
Wood attack with a superb crunching tackle on Michael 
Thalassitis. 

In the dying seconds of the halfWood claimed a penalty 
after Jake Smeeton had tangled with Lechmere near the 
edge of the six-yard box but referee Andy Bennett refused 
their plea. 

Manager Ashley Vickers introduced Nick Crittenden in 
place of Bell at the break in an attempt to get behind the 
Wood's defence, but little was seen of the former Glover re¬ 
turning after a hamstring injury who was starved of the ball. 

The second period followed the first with little goalmouth 
action at either end although Dorchester had a scare just 
after the hour when Bryant toe poked a hopeful punt 
downfield beyond the outrushing Walker-Harris, but his 
shot from an angle drifted harmlessly across the goal. 

Moss was then injured in a collision with Putnins and 
O'Loughlin that saw his head heavily bandaged after treat¬ 
ment for a cut. 

Walker-Harris produced a superb save with a quarter of 
the match to go when he spectacularly tipped a vicious 
Hutton thunderbolt from 20-yards over the bar after sub 
Pelly Ruddock had headed the ball back to him. 

Dorchester picked up their game in the final ten minutes 
as they went looking for the equaliser leaving opportunities 
for Boreham to exploit on the break. From one Lechmere 
cleverly jinked his way past two defenders but then blazed 
his shot over the bar from the angle of the six-yard box. 

At the other end Putnins dropped sub Steve Devlin's cross 
but O'Loughlin was able to block Chris Flood's attempted 
return cross, and then in the third minute of added time 
Moss beat the keeper to another Flood cross, but his header 
just flew over the angle of the goalframe.

BRIDPORT once again rued missed chances as they were 
beaten by Bishop Sutton in a high tempo match on a cold 
night at St Mary's Field.
